If con¬ 
sumers could be assured of honest 
weight they would not worry so much 
nbout the prices. 


Dr. Jean F; Loba of Pasadena ad¬ 
dressed a large audience at First Con¬ 
gregational church last Sunday even¬ 
ing on missions. His sermon was 
heard with deep interest. He spoke at 
length of things he saw during * his 
visit to India and Ceylon and of the 
work that is carried on among the 
people of those densely populated 
lands. The people arc intensely re¬ 
ligious, said Dr. Loba, but their relig¬ 
ion seems to do them little or no good. 
The only bright spots to be seen on 
the religious horizon were the schools 
conducted by the British government 
and the various churches of Christian 
lands.

Almost every car for two days past

Mrs. Lobengier’s lecture was very 
timely, coming as it did near the an¬ 
niversary of Shakespeare’s birth and 
following the presentation of a Shake¬ 
speare repertoire by the Ben Greet 
players in Los Angeles. The speaker 
said Shakespeare’s women were all 
drawn with indescribable charm, as 
they were all charmingly feminine and 
sharply differentiated from anything 
masculine. 

The pretty confusion of Rosalind 
when she meets Orlando and for the 
first time becomes conscious of her 
boy’s attire is truly feminine. It is 
said of Cleopatra that she was a 
witch who gave Shakespeare a 
witches’ pencil with which to draw 
her. Shakespeare makes even his 
criminals, not coarse and rough, but 
the eternal feminine, even though they 
may be strbng. 

In the gentle art of complimenting 
Shakespeare stood at the head. He 
made his characters to express them¬ 
selves in the daintiest and lovliest 
manner imaginable. In “Two Gentle¬ 
men of Verona,*’ Valentine, in speak¬ 
ing of his sweetheart to Proteus, says: 
“I am as rich in having such a jewel 
As twenty seas if all their sands were 
pearls, 

The water nectar and the rocks pure 
gold.” 

But to her he might have said, “It 
is fresh morning when you are 
around,” or “A voice like a lark when 
the wheat is green and hawthorne 
blooms are near.” 

Mrs. Lobengier spoke of the lova¬ 
ble qualities of Portia, Eugene, Cor¬ 
delia and other of Shakespeare’s best 
known women characters. Each was 
as daintily and clearly drawn as an 
etching.
